In spite of the weather there was s 
fair attendance P1 the debate in the 
Convocation Hh.ll, and she applause 
which ".he speakers received showed 
that the enthusiasm of their support- 
ers could no: he dampened. Miss 
Evelyn Eardley president of the DeM.'i 
Sigma Society a i ter welcoming thi 
Qiicen's 'debaters called upon Miss 
Esther England of R. V. C. to opin 
the discussion. 

Miss England first explained that 
"Union of employed workman." me-sr.i 
all unions whose major concern is 
employment. She began by summari- 
zing the conditions which gave r'se 
t 0 the formation of such unions, de- 
scribing the s-fii' of labour in the 
Middle Ages when the journeyman 
■worker had no hope of advancement. 
JU the time of the Industrial Revo- 
lution permanent trade unions were 
formed. The lowest degradation of 
the Ertglisb -workingman tos reached 
with the passing of the Combination 
Acts of 1799 and 1S00, which forbade 
any combination j of workmen or of 
employers. As a maitter of fact lea- 
gues of employers, were not severely 
dealt wltfn. but the workingmeE ware 
very much pers»ruted, until it wri 
•lour.d to (be necessary to form trade 
unions. 

The aim of these unions is to r»- 
cur r - proper provision for their mem- 
bers against unemployment, atid ac- 
cidents, and to procure better condi- 
tion in 'general 

•Miss England vent on to dcsc'lbr 
the m<thod.- of l 'nions tg attain their 
r-nds, and to tell what they have ac- 
complished. Laws in regard to sani- 
ion and health have boor) passed 
in the rnitefl Svtu at the ins-k't. 
tlon of organised «l'CUr. A better un 
ders 't.d/g and rr.i-tua' resoect be 
tween the employer and the employer 
is obtained by the discussion of dis- 
putes. Miss England spoke in favour 
of t'he closed shops. saying that it 
van unfair for the non-union mn.n to 
share the benefits, and not the bur- 
dens. The strike is only the final 
and extreme m*'.hod, us*d as a pro 
test against injustice when wa«es 
are below the just lninirnum. Tin

A reference wfts made to the Win 
nipeg strikes, in which agreements 
were broken and Unionism was not 
true to itself, and the detrimental ef- 
fect on the character of the workmen 
a« we.'.! as the deterioration in th» 
quality of their work was pointed out. 
. Miss Moffatt closed a very force- 
ful speech by quoting "What shall :t 
profit a man ir he gain the whole 
world and lose his own sou'?" 

Miss Isabe. 1 . Scriver the second spea- 
ker for the affirmative, pleased the 
audience from the beginning of her 
speech by her humourous touches and 
her sincere, deliberate manner of 
speking. She said that the previous 
speaker had been somewhat inconsis- 
tent "when she had «add that very lit- 
tle pood could be accomplished by un- 
ionism owing to the small percentage 
of people connected with U, and then 
had attempted to -point out the great 
damage it had done. Miss ScriveT said 
that unionism is rapidly adding to 1'-; 
supporters. Sabotage is not inherent 
in trade unions. In tact, employers 
are also «tillty of the same thing wh*n 
they try to speed up and force the 
workers to do more than the max! 
num. Even in this enlightened a,rc 
factories «« not «11 perfect, and the 
vailue of the human soul cannot be 
measured with ordinary commodities. 

Society ie do stronger thatn its weak 
est class, and the Industrial Eevolu- 
uion produced a class dependent on 
tbe few, which tended to become de 
graded. Unionism helps to set tnenc 
underdogs on their feet. 

Miss Scriver went on to describe th r 
work of employment unions othsr 
than actual trade unions. Kirst sh< 
mentioned Vhe Friendly Societies 
as the Forresters and the OddfeMowa 
which have a.n immense following 
among workmen. 'The sole purpose "f 
these is to hem fit members in dis 
tress. The Co-operaiive Societies 
whioh arc very Important in Gra-jt 
Brition a.nd which arc an outgrowth <• 
Robert Owens' idsa.l of a perfect k q 
cicty. have as their motto "oa.ch ''.) 
a!! and for each". They are run by 
workmen for workme-n and the sur 
plus profits are divided ninonyr the 
purchasers'.

Horn at Palttrprings X. S., Dr 
Fraser was educated at Plclou Acti 
demy. Dalhousie University niul pro- 
ceeded in further study to John Hop. 
kins Universally where ho was award- 
ed the deci-ee of Doctor of Philosophy 
lie did some Important reoonrch 
work abroad and taught several yearn 
at the University of Nebraska, lie 
later earn© to Ihe Classics Depart- 
ment, of McGill. He specialized in 
Greek, having been a pupil of Gil 
dorstcove. He was very popular with 
all. as is proved by the numerous 
inquiries from nil parts of America 
as to hist conditon . His hundreds of 
Pupils throughout the world will ro 
grot his death exceedingly. Dr. Fra- 
ser was at one time on Uio edit orb. 
staff of the Cosmopol tan Magazine 
and had also taught In the Pictoti 
Academy .prior to receiving his Doc- 
tor's degree. He was greatly inter- 
ested In athletic*', having been at one 
t me a noted football and lacrosse 
player and supported amateur sport 
ardently. 

In Montreal he was a prominent 
member of the Thist.e Curling Club, 
and had many friends in that organi- 
sation who will greatly mourn his 
loss.

The north 
eastern states were strongly against 
the project and these states con- 
tribute nearly one half of the taxes ot 
the country. The reasons why the 
west desired the canal were both 
tragic and imaginative, ho claimed: 

MOVE THE ATLANTIC 

He described, amidst much laughter, 
a. newspaper headline appearing some 
time ago, which read Bring the 
Atlantic Ocean to tho Middle West." 
He, desired to know exactly to whom 
this order had been issued. In lighter 
voin ho also proceeded to road an 
announcement tlvit tho stoamer 
Aquitania hud left ths port ot 
Chicago on ,i certain night. "If any 
hero has over seen tho port of Chicago, 
thoy will realize just, why tho Aqui- 
tania was so anxious to leavo that 
sho left during tho night," ho con- 
tinued. 

Ho enumerated several objections 
to the project, .stressing among them; 
tho faoi tli.it the canal wou'l be ice- 
bound during tho greater part of tli* 
year, that, certain sections of it w.>ul< 
bo continually fog bound and Uia: du* 
to the groat distance. involved It 
would not. he a paying proposition f o." 
ocean -going .steamers. 

Concluding, he pointed out that If- 
any advantage wero to accrue from 
the construction of this canal, it 
would so wholly to tho United, States. 
Tim boiiufit to Canada would ba 
absolutely nil.

"To say that the score was by no mean? indicative of the 
play seems to be uttering a meaningless platitude." That state- 
ment, appearing in a rugby article in the October McMaster Uni- 
versity Monthly, may be read with appreciation by any who have 
fever attempted to write a sports article. The statements contain- 
ed in the account may quite likely be true. Yet it is certain that 
many of them will be treated as "just the usual line of bunk." 

For example, it has been said in various articles that one or 
another of the McGill linesmen was, in some particular game, "a 
tower of strength on the defence,*' and it probably sounded in- 
ncere because the metaphor has become common. Yet, there 
probably could have been little question about the quite literal 
truth of the statement. Again, "the line held like a stone wall", 
is another phrase that has become almost a meaningless platitude. 
True there may be a sorry lack of originality evident, but there 
need not necessarily be a lack of veracity. t 

In telling of the Queen's game here, no one used the ex- 
pression, which would have been absolutely true, "McGill, fight- 
ing bravely, went down to a glorious defeat." Readers would have 
been contemptous of such a heading. It would not impress them. 
But, it is perfectly plain and simple English which anyone can 
understand. And it would have been a statement of fact. Yet the 
writer is obliged to find some other, probably less accurate, means 
of expressing the sentiments so admirably expressed, in that .state- 
ment, simply because that one has been used before and therefore 
'when used again seems to have about it an air of falsehood. 

Therè is, of course, the same difficulty in articles and state- 
ments about other things than sport. We might say much here 
about the importance and significance of an international, inter- 
xollegiate debate dealing with vital present-day problems, such 
as that of Saturday night. Yet there is every chance that many of 
those who might happen to read the article would consider it as 
"just the usual line of bunk." It might quite likely be true, but 
hardly original. That's the trouble. 

And the distressing fact remains that it is not always pos- 
sible to be original and at the same time absolutely truthful. The 
.old phrases and expressions may have to be ueed again because 
.they are applicable and newer ones are not. Readers should not 
be too contemptuous of them for in them will generally be found 
a great deal of truth.

Toronto Graduate Spoke on 
Life of Christ with Ability 



l>esp'.te the Increment weather a 
pood attendance was mnniffiU nt the 
University Church service yesterday 
morninp, which was held in the ball 
room of the Union. The service 
which commenced at 11 o'clock opened 
wifth a aiicnt prelude fallowed by 
selection rendered by the S. C. A. 
orchestra. The choir mainly composed 
of members of the Glee Club sang. ttia 
first hymn ably assist by the Stu- 
dent ConprefTatlon. 

W. MacLieod the president of the 
S. C. A. conducted tbo service and 
Ced the responses which followed the 
sinpin.c of the first hymn. A cell solo 
was rendered and MacTjeod pave a 
short address In which he stated that 
relipion is the source of all 8*>od in 
this world and adr'scd everyone to 
make it a part of his or her, every- 
day life. 

A contralto solo followed the lesson 
read by Miss Bake of the U. V. C. 
The lesson of the day was taken from 
St. Mark 2 chaps. 15-2S. 

The speaker at tlie service was Mr. 
.1. Endicott B. A. of Victoria College. 
Toronto.ln opening his address, he ex- 
tended greetings from his fellows-stu- 
dents in Toronto. Mr. End-'eott took 
his text from St. Paul's epistle to the 
Epheslans. ••Jesus Chirst," stated he is 
• the fill! i-oaliKatih of lite" He urged his 
bearers to think of Him without Or- 
thodox Theological Conceptions Reli- 
gion offers life, power and happiness 
to ns all'. The preacher warmly prais- 
ed the Students Christian Movement 
and claimed that it helps to promote, 
a confident trust in God Among 
students. 

"The Life of Jesus it well worth a 
study" the speaker declared. Many 
people are inclined to think that the 
Bibl e is the source of all goodness but 
dull reading nevertheless. This is not 
so according to Mr. Endicott. 

Jesus' life -was one principle and 
for this alone is worth study. The 
speaker urged h:s. audience to get but 
of "Routine Christianity." Once some, 
body had asked aim "Is there a God. 
and if there is- can you prove It bo?" 
This question caused him to reflect 
deeply with the result that he was in- 
cited to make an intensive study ot 
thé Life of Christ. Is the example of 
Christ' worth taking up in our modem 
' life. Yes indeed. The life of Jesus 
freshly studied is a wonderful guide 
to us in our daily tasks and troubles 
nevertheless, such a study requ'res 
much thought. If one does not think 
he fais to grasp the import of this 
-noble Life. The' speaker declared that 
lie would not diBCUss the Subject of 
the Virgin Birth, for he believed that 
Christianity begun when Jesus bade 
Peter and Andrews his brother to fol- 
low hiir. They had sought out man 
in all countries and In all walks of 
life and told him of Ood and of what 
He could do for them. 

The preacher dealt next with tlie 
significance of the Bible Student 
Group. This is an age when it is 
very necessary he declared. The se- 
cret of the best life lies in Jesus. 

.R-kus' life was a strongly tempt- 
ed one. The speaker and his congre- 
gation followed Him through the 
course of His sojourn in the wilder- 
ness; dwelling particularly upon 'he 
epeside with John, shewing the 
fearful thing that revelation is. On 
the cross Jesus in His agony of 
soul had cried out my God my God, 
why hast Thou forsaken me?" A 
typical example ctf ClM-ist'tcaclilni/s 
might be taken from his sermon on 
the Mount. It was not. all sentiment- 
al as some people seem to imagine. 
Mr. Endicott here read a paraphrase 
upon it. "It Is the kind Truth that 
means something and brings us face 
to face with reality." 

Jcsua' Life was a free life. His rc- 
glous outlook was free and spontan- 
eous. "Does morality owe anything to 
Convention" The speaker didn't ucéni 
to think so. He defined the Ortho- 
dox outlook as, Truth once accepted 
cannot be changed. This was not 
Jesus Outlook- He would have no 
quarrel with the scientific and bio- 
logical truth to-day as He Is Mas- 
ter of All. 

Although the Law had come from 
Mo.sck faith, light and purity came 
through it from Jesus. The Masto.-. 
the. speaker stated based Hi,- Truth 
on life. If i.t. did not fit life- it went. 
Jt 1» unwise to Ift Uad.'tif. el-ing-j 
the Word of Ood. 

,'cyuK makes demand- upon cur 
lives. He makes tlicni possible but 
not always reasonable. Jt rests wl'.h 
Us to obey. His JMo was free from 
/car and tradition and ho should 
moan something to us because Of Ills 
spiritual force. The speaker closed 
by admitting Jesus' Life .a difficult

The lion. H. Hchwlsboi'g then rose 
o reply for t lie Opposition .He point- 
o tho rallaoy Hint the previous speak- 
er htm Involved himself In. When lie 
had slated that there would be no 
ocean vessels navigating tlie St. 
Lawrence wa t or wa ys . 

'Tho bill calls Tor ocean vcssols," 
the speaker declared, "and it wc can 
not have these, why build the canal? 
While r was amused at the declarat- 
ions ot Hie Government speakers I 
am not at all surprised. Tito Govern- 
ment indeed gravitates in a medium 
so dense that light cannot penetrate, 
or is reflected at critical angle.'" 

Amid cries ot "Shame , shame" from 
tho Ciovornmentj Schwlshcrg scored 
the authorities quoted in the various 
addresses. "They are such authorit- 
ies," ho said, "that none of us have 
ever beard of them." 

Tho speaker then launched Into a 
detailed study of the project. He 
pointed out that business goes on 
twelve months In the year. Now 
while the canals will be operating, the 
railways wilt not be in uso. That 
would bo for seven months of the 
year The other flvo months, while 
the canals would be froEcn over, tho 
railroads would be used. This meant 
dual deficits Schwisberg showed. 

Briefly ho pointed out that only 60 
per cent of the wheat would go out by 
water during the time the waterways 
ore navigable. The other HO per cent 
could ho forced to go by rail. The re- 
sult of all thin would be a fixed 
amount, somewhoro around 60 
millions, that Camilla would havo to 
maintain annually on account of th» 
project. 

Tho speaker closed with a plea for 
the preservation of Cnnnda's djredlt 
and urged that a fight bo made * to 
resist tho direct commercial ruin to 
which tho Government was heading 
the country.

Cornell now rose to strike the final 
blow for the Opposition. Ho scored 
the addres» ot the member for Verdun 
who, he said, had preached a great 
sermon concerning the ethics of Gov 
ernmcnt but who had looked a! tlie 
projcci from a nlnnglnativc stand- 
pi. '.it. 

The Hon. Mr. Falconer showed 
how the great St. Lawrence had ap 
peullod to .laques Cartier 400 years 
ago, to such on extent that he even 
entertained hopes of getting through 
to China by this route. 

The Government must remember, 
the speaker further said, that this 
was a project dealing In millions of 
dollars and affecting the life ot 
future peoples. He dwelt at great 
length on the question of costs show- 
ing that it was impossible to cstl- 
ma.to the tremendous amount of 
money that would be involved in tho 
project. He pointed to previous 
dredging exploits all of which had 
proved to be exceedingly expensive. 

To dredge the Great Lakes alone, 
Falconer said.' It would take easily 
two hundred millions of dollars. 
Then the St. Lawrence must bo so 
adjusted n 8 to allow steamers drawing 
30 feet of water to pass through. All 
largo canals he showed, have 40 feet 
at tho least while Montroal has found 
35 feet to be Insufficient. In addition 
there Is tho problem of diverting the 
Ico in the spring and tho dams con- 
structed would, of necessity, have tto 
el> so built as to copo with this men- 
ace.

Miss ilaael Ar^.n of Queen's aftoi 
refuting some of 'Miss S diver's argu- 
ments to a or.inin extitii, went eii 
to point out th.- politic tl and econo- 
mic disadvantages of Unionism, say- 
ing that It threatens the very life of 
the stale. She quoted many instances 
of violence In strikes, such as the 
United States coal strike and *he 
Winnipeg strikes, when milk was '-e 
fused dying people. although large 
quantities were thrown out.
